The Institute a dded, however, 
tha t a bout a third of tha t forest la nd 
ba se—248 million a cres—is set a side 
in pa rks, wilderness a nd other re­ 
stricted a rea s or is not suited for 
growing commercia l timber. As 
popula tion grows, intensive forestry 
pra ctices such a s the current tree- 
pla nting effort will ha ve to be con­ 
tinued a nd expa nded to a ssure 
ma inta ining the present one-tree- 
per-America n a nnua l ha rvest level. 
AFI pointed out tha t government 
a nd industry tree pla nters a re com­ 
mitted to long term projections. 
Trees being put into the ground will 
be ha rvested in yea rs 2000 to 2037 to 
provide America n with housing a nd 
other requirements.

Our Centra l Intelligence Agency 
reports tha t the Kremlin is now 
feeding the Egyptia n a rmed forces 
through a ca ge. Moscow ha s quietly 
shut down on the supply of spa re 
pa rts which ma kes these forces 
functiona l. 
The CIA finds tha t the Soviet 
na vy continues to use Alexa ndria , 
Mersa Ma truh a nd Solium a s ea st­ 
ern Mediterra nea n ba ses to its own 
independent benefit. From these it 
effectively confronts our Sixth Fleet 
elements ba sed in Greece a nd de­ 
pendent on Greece. Greece is a 
stra tegic impera tive to us a nd we 
ha ve 12 U.S. milita ry insta lla tions 
there, some of them nuclea r. 
But in the ca se of Egypt’s own 
forces Moscow is a dopting its cla ssic 
method of Red control—equip a 
country but ra tion the spa re pa rts. 
And, behind the scenes, the CIA 
finds Egyptia n President Anwa r Sa ­ 
da t ca ught in the tra p. 
The chief villa ins in the project 
a re Communist pa rty lea der Leonid 
I. Brezhnev a nd Red Army Chief of 
Sta ff Ma rsha ll Ma tvei Za kha orv, the 
godfa ther of Egyptia n rea rma ment 
a fter the disa strous Six-Da y Wa r 
with Isra el. The la te President Ga - 
ma l Abdel Na sser took Sa da t with 


him on his la st mission to Moscow 
before he died. There Sa da t courted 
Brezhnev a nd Za kha rov but, once 
President, bega n a priva te under­ 
cover wa r with both of them. 
Za kha rov ha s no respect wha tev­ 
er for the Egyptia n milita ry struc­ 
ture. By the first da ylight in the Six- 
Da y Wa r, Egyptia n officers a s a 
whole on fronts like the Sina i com­ 
ma ndeered a ny a va ila ble jeeps, 
trucks a nd even a mbula nces a nd de­ 
serted the troops, fleeing for their 
own sa fety to—a nd a cross—the Suez 
Ca na l. The CIA finds tha t Za kha rov 
quips a bout Egyptia n officers “ who 
dra w their swords a nd cut down a 
side street” a nd believes the Eypti- 
a n soldier is not likely to forget a ll 
tha t. In fa ct, Za kha rov ma kes no a t­ 
tempt to concea l his contempt for 
everything Egyptia n. 
Among other a ffronts, on Za kha ­ 
rov’s Ca iro visits he repea tedly 
ba rred a ll Egyptia ns within miles of 
the Heliopolis a irport a nd once a rro­ 
ga ntly sta ged a n orgy of a nti-Egypt­ 
ia n a ntics a ga inst the Egyptia n on­ 
lookers in front of Ca iro’s Hilton Ho­ 
tel. 
The CIA knew tha t things then 
went from ba d to worse in Egyptia n- 
Soviet rela tions, a true coup for CIA 
Director Richa rd M. Helms. 


When the disgruntled Sa da t or­ 
dered the Soviet withdra wa l the CIA 
found tha t the Soviet ha d in Egypt 
5,000 milita ry a dvisers a nd 15,000 
regula r Red Army officers a nd 
troops. There were 200 Russia n pi­ 
lots, 69 jet bombers, 365 jet fighters, 
including four highly a dva nced 
MIG-23S, 10 Sukhoi-lls, a nd 10 TU- 
16s, 104 helicopters a nd 14 long- 
ra nge reconna issa nce a ircra ft. 
There were, a nd rema in, 1,500 
Russia n ta nks compa red with less 
tha n 1,000 before the disa strous Six- 
Da y Wa r, 570 pieces of hea vy Soviet 
a rtillery, 1,100 a rmored personnel 
ca rriers a nd a t lea st 50 Soviet-built 
missile-la unching ba ses with ex­ 
tremely intrica te sea rch ra da r. 
The CIA loca ted more tha n 1,000 
Soviet SAM missiles. Ma ny a re on 
tra cked vehicles a nd thus mobile. 
These a re now deployed from the 
port of Alexa ndria to upper Egypt 
where they protect the $500 million 
Russia n-built Aswa n Da m. This is 
the most expensive Soviet foreign- 
a id project in existence a nywhere. 
But a ll this Soviet milita ry equip­ 
ment lives on spa re pa rts obta ina ble 
only from the U.S.S.R., a nd the CIA 
finds tha t through the Kremlin ra ­ 
tioning pla n the mobile rocket units, 
trucks, ta nks, a rtillery, etc., a re 


ra pidly growing inopera ble. Thè 
Kremlin ma sters a re proving a ga in 
tha t there a re countless wa ys they 
ca n twist your a rm without la ying a 
ha nd on you. 
The CIA a lso finds tha t in a com­ 
pa nion opera tion the Soviet secret 
infiltra tion is crippling the Egyptia n 
intelligence services. 
The top a ppa ra tus is the Muha b- 
ba ret El-Amma , or Genera l Intelli* 
gence Agency (GIA), with a lmosj 
unlimited powers of a rrest, inquisi* 
tion, etc. It is responsible to Presi* 
dent Sa da t persona lly. The Ma ba hq§ 
El-Amma is the secret police a nd & 
under the Minister of Interior. Ifc 
dea ls with interna l security. 
Both services employ wha t 
Egyptia ns ca ll “ The Public Ey e” : 
hundreds of thousa nds of informers 
everywhere—in hotels, in ba za a rs, 
in offices, on street corners, in a ll 
ga therings, etc. “ The Public Ey e” 
performs for bits of ba khsish (bribe 
money), sma ll fa vors or wha tnot 
a nd the Soviet infiltra tion is short- 
circuiting everything. 
By ra tioning Egypt in the ship­ 
ment of spa re pa rts on the one ha nd 
a nd this crippling of Egyptia n intel­ 
ligence on the other the Kremlin 
ma sters reta in their ma stery.

WASHINGTON (KFS)— Politi­ 
ca l power is not tra nsfera ble. When 
a high-ra nking government officia l 
lea ves his post, the influence tha t 
ha d been his rema ins behind with 
the job a nd does not follow the indi­ 
vidua l into priva te life. 
This is a n obvious truth. But 
when it ha ppens, it usua lly comes a s 
a shock to the former bigwig a ny­ 
wa y. A number of once-importa nt 
Nixon Administra tion officia ls who 
a re depa rting their jobs during the 
reorga niza tion a re a bruptly discov­ 
ering tha t when you a re out, you a re 
rea lly out. 
Presidentia l Counselor Robert 
Finch, former Secreta ry of Hea lth, 
Educa tion a nd Welfa re, quit the 
White House three weeks a go to seek 
sta tewide office in Ca lifornia in 1974. 
The 47-yea r-old la wyer served a s a d­ 
ministra tive a ssista nt to Nixon when 
he wa s Vice President a nd is rega rd­ 
ed a s one of Nixon’s closest longtime 
friends. 
But la st week when Finch ca lled 
H. R. Ha ldema n, the President’s 
chief a ide, Ha ldema n wa s incommu­ 
nica do. Severa l tries a nd ma ny 
hours la ter, Finch rea ched a secre­ 
ta ry who observed sweetly tha t Ha l­ 
dema n wa s too busy to ta lk a nd sug­ 
gested Finch expla in to her the na ­ 
ture of his ca ll. 
Finch is still stea ming, but there 
is not much he ca n do a bout it. 
When Finch a rrived a t the White 
House from his stint a t HEW two 
yea rs a go, other Administra tion offi­ 
cia ls noted priva tely tha t he wa s rel­ 
a tively more libera l in philosophy 
a nd flexible in socia l outlook tha n 
the pa la ce gua rd led by Ha ldema n. 
They expressed the hope tha t Finch 
would become a new power center 
nea r the President a nd expa nd Nix- 
*on’s conta cts with minorities, mod­ 


era te GOP Congressmen, a nd others 
who felt excluded by the Ha ldema n 
opera tion. 
But Finch’s performa nce wa s 
disa ppointing. He did not seem very 
effective a t White House in-fighting 
a nd wound up with a ssignments tha t 
were clea rly not high on the Presi­ 
dent’s priority list, such a s equa l 
rights for women a nd ca ble televi­ 
sion. 
For a time, Finch’s close friend, 
Dona ld Rumsfeld, a ppea red to be 
rising in the President’s esteem. He 
did a ca pa ble job a s director of the 
Cost of Living Council. But when the 
new titles were pa ssed out, Rums­ 
feld got shipped to Brussels a s 
NATO a mba ssa dor—a fa ra wa y post 
of limited influence from which he is 
unlikely to ha ve much a ccess to the 
President. 
Another Finch a lly, HEW Under­ 
secreta ry J ohn Venema n, is lea ving 
his job to seek the Ca lifornia lieuten­ 
a nt governorship. Venema n ha s 
been pla nning the move for some 
time, but he wa s not encoura ged to 
sta y on. 
As long a s Finch reta ined a n of­ 
fice inside the White House, he ha d 
some clout, however circumscribed. 
Beca use of his long friendship, he 
could rea ch the President directly. 
He wa s popula r with the Wa shington 
press corps a nd wa s occa siona lly 
useful in the lea king a nd ga thering 
of informa tion. 
But Ha ldema n a nd his deputies 
now seem to be dra wing the circle of 
protection ever tighter a round the 
President. Ma ny officia ls a re de­ 
pa rting from va rious a gencies a nd 
depa rtments, but outside of Finch 
there is only one other ma jor cha nge 
in the White House pa la ce gua rd, the 
depa rture of Cha rles Colson.

Russia a nd Red China . The U.S. ha s 
lost the milita ry superiority, inter­ 
na l unity a nd the effective a llies it 
ha d in 1952. 
Our two la rgest a llies in World 
Wa r I a re toda y our two la rgest op­ 
ponents: Russia a nd Red China . And 
we a re now depending on our three 
erstwhile enemies to be our milita ry 
friends: Germa ny, Ita ly a nd J a pa n. 
Time ca n be on the side of these 
gia nt opponents. They a re consoli­ 
da ting their geogra phic, milita ry 
a nd stra tegic strength a t a much 
fa ster ra te tha n the free a nd uncom­ 
mitted powers. 
The Soviet wa nted a stra tegic 
outpost in the Western Hemisphere. 
It a chieve this in Cuba . “ Whoever 
owns Cuba ha s the key to the Ca rib­ 
bea n,” sa id Spa in’s Philip II in 1562. 
This is why a key wa s a lwa ys on Cu­ 
ba ’s coa t-of-a rms. And Cuba is to 
this da y a Soviet ba stion rimmed 
with fire. 
Chile, in turn, ha s gone with the 
Red wind. In fa ct, the Soviet Amba s­ 
sa dor in Sa ntia go, Aleksa ndr V. Ba ­ 
sov, is one of only three members of 
the Kremlin’s Centra l Committee of 
the Communist Pa rty who serve a s 
Amba ssa dors outside of Ea stern 
Europe’s Communist bloc. 
Included a mong our opponents’ 
sometimes friends a re India , the 
ea rth’s second most populous na ­ 
tion, a nd Egypt, the most populous 
na tion in the Ara b world. 
The expa nsion of Soviet ma ritime 
power wa s the milita ry phenomenon 
of the ’60s. It is now a relentlessly 
rising flood tide in the ’70s. Why? We 
must a sk tha t. 
The soviet fleet, la pping our 
coa sts, pa trols the entire Atla ntic 
a nd Pa cific. Its la rge-sca le ma neuv­ 
er, just completed, included more 
tha n 200 Red wa rcra ft in the Atla ntic 
a lone. 
Russia n na va l units pa trol the 
Arctic a nd the Anta rctic. The Soviet 
ha s recently completed a n immense 
a ir ba se on Diomede Isla nd in Ber­ 
ing Stra it, 22 miles from the United 
Sta tes. 
The Soviet swimming bea r domi­ 


na tes the Norwegia n Sea . It blocks 
the Ska gerra k a nd Ka ttega t, Swed­ 
en’s outlets from the Ba ltic Sea , a nd 
threa tens our highly stra tegic NATO 
ba se in Icela nd by a ma ssive fleet 
a long the Norwegia n coa st ba sed a t 
Murma nsk.

The Red fleet is seen hea vily off 
both coa sts of Africa a nd in the Iif- 
dia n Ocea n. In the Persia n Gulf it 2$ 
moving into the va cuum crea ted b^ 
the British depa rture. This ca n givfc 
the Soviet a firm ha nd on the world 
oil fa ucet. 
The Middle Ea st is the true cross­ 
roa ds of the world. It is the meeting 
pla ce of Europe, Asia a nd Africa . It 
is the only la nd bridge to Africa . 
Through the Middle Ea st pa ss a ll the 
a ir a nd sea routes between Europe, 
South Asia , the Fa r Ea st, Austra lia 
a nd the Philippines. And with the ex­ 
ception of Turkey, Isra el, Tunisia 
a nd Morocco, the entire southern 
rim of the Mediterra nea n is hostile 
to us. 
The Soviet southern-rim stra tegy 
is the milita ry-politica l outfla nking 
of Europe a nd of NATO. 
The Soviet, on the record, ha s a n 
ela bora te a nd ca refully prepa red 
pla n of conquest tha t a lmost ma kes 
Hitler’s prison drea ms in “ Mein 
Ka mpf” seem modest. 
As for Red China , the Chinese 
Communists ha ve never la id down 
their a rms since the 19 30s. The fights 
from J a va to Sa igon a re a ll a pa rt of 
the sa me sweeping a ggression. 
French President Cha rles de 
Ga ulle once told President Nixon 
tha t he ha d a sked Premier Chou En- 
la i whether everything should not be 
done to a void the sufferings of wa r. 
De Ga ulle sta ted to Mr. Nixon th^t 
Chou ha d rehlied: “ On the contra ry, 
it is only by wa r tha t big things a re 
a chieved. Toda y’s China ha s be­ 
come wha t it is a s a result of inva ­ 
sion a nd destruction.” 
De Ga ulle confided to Mr. Nixon 
tha t “ this philosophica l a ttitude 
deeply impressed me. I a m certa in 
tha t it rema ins the chief fa ctor in 
China policy.” 
A wea ker milita ry posture inevit­ 
a bly produces a wea ker politica l 
posture. In fa ct, fa iling to be strong 
we invite a ggression. We ha ve seen 
the lights of Christma s a nd soon will 
hea r the bidding of “ Auld La ng 
Syne.” But, lest we forget, lest we 
forget, “ freedom without strength is 
not possible.”

It is mo re than 
revealing o u r religio n o r 
po litics.

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Medicare and Social Security— Part 2 
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More dollars for widows 
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( Second in a Series. ) 
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These bunkers have 
bedrooms, balconies

WASHINGTON—(NEA)— 
Aside from the 20 per cent 
across-the-board boost in Social 
Security cash benefits voted 
last summer, the second-stage 
Social Security legislation later 
adopted will give a good lift to 
some 3.8 million widows and an 
uncountable number of men 
retirees. 
The widows get the best 
break, but the way the law has 
been written will confuse many. 
Under the old law, any widow 
who waited until age 62 or older 
got a fixed 82.5 per cent of her 
husband’s so-called “primary 
insurance amount,” the benefit 
he would get if retired at 65 and 
fully qualified under Social 
Security. 
The new law, as first quickly 
reported, raised hopes that, 
Starting Jan. t, 1973, all widows 
in the 6 2-and-older categories 
would get 100 per cent of their 
husbands’ full benefit sums. 
The answer is that some will, 
but a great many won’t. 


Roughly 1.8 million widows 
who were 65 or older at the time 
they came on the rolls W IL L get 
100 
per 
cent—but 
not 
necessarily 100 per cent of that 
“ prim ary” 
amount. 
If a 
widow’s husband began taking 
reduced benefits between ages 
62 and 6 5, she can get 100 per 
cent only of that smaller 
payment he’d be getting if he 
were alive. 
Another two million widows 
will get higher benefits than 
before, but not 100 per cent of 
anything. If THEY go (or went) 
on the rolls between ages 62 and 
6 5, their benefits will be 
reduced according to their 
place on the age scale. 
The closer they are to 6 5, the 
more they will get. For in­ 
stance, a widow taking benefits 
from age 64 will draw 9 4.3 per 
cent of her husband’s retire­ 
ment payment, while a widow 
who starts on the rolls at 62 
will get just 82.9 . Again, they 
have to remember these pro­ 
portions are to be measured 
against what their husbands 
would be getting if they were 
alive — and that in many cases 
this would not be the “primary 


insurance 
amount” 
(full 
benefits). 
Widows of course may get 
benefits at age 60 (or 50 if 
disabled), but the 1972 law 
leaves their payments sub­ 
stantially as they were. 
Now, about men retirees. Up 
to now, if a man retired at 65 
and was qualified with suf­ 
ficient work under Social 
Security, he would get full 
benefits, figured on the basis of 
his average annual earnings up 
to 65. But if he retired between 
62 and 65, his payments would 
be smaller, partly because his 
annual earnings still would be 
“averaged” up to age 6 5. It was 
as if he had three zero earnings 
years at the end. 
The new law will, by stages, 
bring men to a point where, 
when retired, their earnings 
will be averaged for payment 


purposes only up to age 62. It’s 
that way for women right now. 
But the full effect of this 
change won’t be felt for age 62 
male retirees untill9 75—in 
other words, for men born in 
1913. A lesser impact of the new 
averaging method meantime 
will be felt for men who reach 
62 in 1973 and 1974. 
Beneficiaries should re­ 
member this is a change in the 
way earnings are averaged. It 
does not mean that from 1975 
on, men retirees at 62 will get 
the same full benefits they

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JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel 
is fortifying Arab Jerusalem 
with a unique kind of bunker- 
one made of bedrooms and bal­ 
conies. 
The defenses are designed to 
withstand a political offensive. 
The occupants are civilian Jew­ 
ish families: mothers with 
shopping bags and children 
witn school bags. 
Determined to hold onto the 
eastern half of the city, former­ 
ly ruled by Arabs, Israel is 
ringing it with massive housing 
complexes from Bethlehem in 
the south, across the Judean 
Desert to the east and up to 
Biblical Bethel in the north. 
The building drive, which 
aims to complete 24,000 apart­ 
ment units by 19 75, has drawn 
Arab condemnation and inter­ 
national criticism. 
For the message is clear: Is­ 
rael intends to stay in the Holy 
City, including the Arab half it 
captured in the 1967 Mideast 
War. 
The majority of laborers, 
crane operators and bulldozer 
drivers are Arabs from Jerusa­ 
lem. Ten thousand are working 
for three times the pay they 
earned under Jordanian rule. 
The buildings seem like a gi­ 
gantic hand damping down in 
a semicirde on the east side, 
each finger a township for 
thousands of Jewish families. 
Near the placid Arab hamlet 
of Nebi Samwil, reputed burial 
place of Samuel, the prophet, 


troops are clearing thousands 
of landmines left from Jorda­ 
nian times to make way for an 
8,000-flat complex. 
This suburb is going up on 
one of the most strategic zones 
of the pre-19 6 7 days.

Census undercount 
on number of 
welfare cases 


NEW YORK (AP) - A city- 
commissioned study has con­ 
cluded that the 19 70 U.S. census 
undercounted the number of 
welfare cases here by 39 per 
cent, an error which could be 
costing the city some federal 
aid funds. 
Similar miscounts probably 
occurred in other cities, accord­ 
ing to Edward Blum, vice pres­ 
ident of the New York City- 
Rand Institute, which prepared 
the study that was released 
Monday. 
Blum said a “very crude” es­ 
timate was that the dty could 
be losing between $10 million 
and $40 million each year in 
federal revenue-sharing as a 
result of the error. It now gets 
just over $200 million a year. 
Dr. Bernard R. Gifford, pres­ 
ident of the institute, said mon­ 
ey from other census-based 
programs sponsored by Model 
Cities, the Office of Economic 
Opportunity and the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare also could be affected. 
The institute, a nonprofit or­ 
ganization that studies city 
problems, noted in its report 
the census concluded there 
were 29 1,000 welfare cases in 
New York City in 1969, for 
which the city paid out about 
$520 million. 
The city Department of So­ 


cial Services, however, record­ 
ed some 477,000 welfare cases 
on its rolls and paid out more 
than $883 million in that year. 
The Rand study said the Cen­ 
sus Bureau reported its figures 
without first checking them 
with the city. 
The report concluded that the 
undercount occurred either be­ 
cause the census takers did not 
find those on relief because of 
their mobility or because the 
people on welfare, perhaps out 
of embarrassment, failed to re­ 
port they were on relief.

Dentist recognizes 
Bormann bridgework 


F RA N K F U RT, 
Germ any 
(A P) — A dental technician 
who assisted in treating Martin 
Bormann has recognized his 
handiwork in the dentures of a 
skull recently unearthed in Ber­ 
lin and believed to be that of 
Hitler’s long-missing deputy, 
Frankfurt Chief Prosecutor W il­ 
helm Metzner said today. 
But Metzner said he w ill need 
more than the dental evidence 
before 
he 
can 
conclusively 
close the files on Bormann, who 
disappeared in the final days of 
World W ar II. 
Further evidence s expected 
to come from the Institute of 
Dental Medicine in West Berlin, 
which is comparing the den­ 
tures of the skull with a sketch 
of Bormann’s teeth made from 
memory by his dentist, a Dr. 
Blaschke. The dentist, who is 
now dead, made the sketch 
right after the war at the re­ 
quest of allied authorities. 
"The original X-rays were 
lost,” Metzner said in an inter­ 
view. "When one has to rely on 
memory, there is a certain in­ 
stability factor.” 
Nevertheless, the prosecutor 
emphasized, much of the evi­ 


dence gathered to date tends to 
support a conclusion that the 
skull—one of two unearthed 
Dec. 8—is that of Bormann. 
Joachim Richter, Metzner’s 
assistant and a Bormann spe­ 
cialist, told The Associated 
Press last week that one skull 
“ very 
probably” 
was 
Bor- 
mann’s and the other that of 
Dr. Ludgwig Stumpfegger, the 
last physician in Hitler’s bunk­ 
er. 
Richter also reported that the 
teeth in both skulls contain 
traces of what could be splin­ 
ters from a glass cyanide cap­ 
sule. This would indicate death 
by suicide, the classic mode of 
death for Nazi leaders at the 
end of the war. 
Meanwhile, 
Metzner 
said, 
dental records from a Nazi 
document center in Berlin have 
made investigators “ fairly cer­ 
tain” that one skull was Stum­ 
pfegger’s. 
Metzner expects to issue a fi­ 
nal report in mid-January. If 
the Berlin findings are con­ 
firmed, this would put to rest 
recurrent reports that Bormann- 
was still alive in South America 
or elsewhere.

Ogilvie, Transportation Direc­ 
tor William Cellini, Treasurer 
Alan Dixon, Illinois Auditor M i­ 
chael Howlett, Director Henry 
Barkhausen of the Department 
of Conservation and the entire

The suit charges that the 


project violates the federal En ­ 
vironmental Protection Act as 
well as Illinois environmental 
legislation.

The air-taxi industry includes 
two types of operations—small 
firms hired to fly persons on an 
on-call basis and small com­ 
muter airlines that fly sched­ 
uled routes. 
The study was initiated after 
five air-taxi accidents which 
killed 39 persons in October 
1971. 
The one at Peoria, involving 
a Chicago & Southern Airlines 
plane, took the lives of 16 per­ 
sons.

"there was a lack of clearly 
identifiable safety practices in 
the operation and maintenance 
functions of commuter air car- 


riers surveyed.”

Dear Dr. Lamb— I ho pe this 
letter reaches y o u perso nally , 
because I want to thank y o u fo r 
sav ing my life. I had a melano ­ 
ma o n my back and did no t re­ 


alize it, o r ho w serio us they are. 
I knew I had a mo le and that my 
clo thing was irritating it. I read 
an article y o u wro te o n mo les— 
malignant melano mas—in o ur 
lo cal paper six mo nths ago and 
pro mptly called my do cto r. The 
mo le was remo v ed and a bio psy 
rev ealed it to be malignant. Af­ 
ter an o peratio n, X ray s, and 
ex aminatio n o f my ly mph 
no des, my do cto rs to ld me they 
felt it was caught in time. I 
hav e had two three-mo nth chest 
X ray s since and bo th were 
clear. I thank y o u fo r what y o u 
hav e do ne fo r me perso nally 
and appreciate the many fine 


articles y o u write. 
Dear Reader— Of co urse, I 
am alway s pleased to learn that 
peo ple like my co lumn, but my 
greatest satisfactio n do es co me 
fro m learning that the co lumn 
has do ne so mething useful fo r 
so mebo dy . It is a great perso n­ 
al satisfactio n to me to kno w 
that the info rmatio n in the co l­ 
umn pro v ided info rmatio n to 
help so meo ne as in y o ur case. 
Yo ur letter also po ints o ut 
that 
indiv iduals 
who 
act 
pro mptly can o fttimes sav e 
their liv es fro m cancer. Per­ 
haps y o ur ex perience will help 
pass this kno wledge o n to o ther 


peo ple and in the lo ng run there 
will be ev en mo re indiv iduals 
who will pro fit fro m this kno wl­ 
edge. Any bo dy who has a mo le 
any where o n his bo dy which is 
enlarging, changing in size o r 
shape, o r is co nstantly irritat­ 
ed. sho uld see a do cto r abo ut 
the mo le. Mo les abo ut the waist 
o r any where o n the bo dy where 
straps o r clo thing o r shav ing is 
irritating them are the o nes 
mo st apt to change to cancer. 
I wish ev ery o ne who has a 
mo le o f this so rt wo uld be as 
wise as y o u hav e been and seek 
immediate medical attentio n 
when it is first no ted. 


Dear Dr. Lamb— Recently I 
heard two parties discussing a 
medical pro blem. One said it 
was o kay to lay a semi-co n­ 
scio us perso n who was v o mit­ 
ing and bleeding in the thro at 
flat o n his back. The o ther per­ 
so n said an indiv idual in this 
co nditio n sho uld nev er be place 
flat o n his back. Who is right? Is 
there ev er an ex ceptio n? 
Dear Reader— That is a go o d 
questio n and an impo rtant o ne. 
In general, an unco nscio us per­ 
so n sho uld nev er be placed o n 
his back. Ev en in the o perating 
ro o m when this is do ne, a tubu­ 
lar instrument is placed in the 


windpipe at the back o f the 
thro at (usually fo r artificial 
respiratio n) which prev ents the 
to ngue fro m falling back and 
blo cking the airway . To prev ent 
airway blo ckage by the to ngue 
an unco nscio us perso n ly ing 
do wm sho uld be o n his side o r at 
least po sitio ned in such a way 
that the head is turned to the 
side. 
Obv io usly , if the unco nscio us 
o r semi-co nscio us indiv idual is 
v o miting o r bleeding, this ma­ 
terial can be inhaled in the 
trachea (windpipe) o bstructing 
respiratio n, o r if small amo unts 
enter the lung, causing a se­ 


rio us lung infectio n. 
It is all right fo r a perio n to 
be o n the back if so me o ne is 
careful to see to it that the air­ 
way remains o pen. A go o d ex ­ 
ample o f this is a perso n who 
has sudden cardiac arrest and 
needs ex ternal cardiac mas­ 
sage as an emergency , lifesav - 
ing pro cedure. While the indi-,^ 
v idual is o n his back, the head ir 
turned to the side and if neces* 
sary , mo uth-to -mo uth 
artificial 
respiratio n is also adminis­ 
tered. Other than these situa­ 
tio ns, it is better to hav e the pa­ 
tient ly ing o n his side.

The rekno wned Do lphin g ro u nd attack, with wo rkho rses 
Cso nka and Jim Kiick co u pled with lig htning -fast Mercu ry Mo r­ 
ris, will be tested ag ainst Mean Jo e Greene and asso ciates, bu t 
Pittsbu rg h’s du o o f Franco Harris and Frenchy Fu qu a will find 
the y ardag e ju st as hard to pick u p ag ainst the v eteran Do lphin 
defensiv e line.

Wha te v e r be c a me of Ca lle y ? 


By TOM TIE D E 
COLUMBUS, Ga. - (NEA) 
—The co nv ictio n o f Lt. William 
Calley in March o f 1971 was 
p erhap s the mo st u np o p u lar 
v erdict in the histo ry o f the U.S. 
ju risp ru dence. The Indiana 
state flag was dro p p ed to half 
mast, sev eral state legislatu res 
p assed reso lu tio ns o f p ro test, 
draft bo ard members resigned 
thro u gho u t the natio n, and in 
o ne demo nstratio n alo ne, here 
in Co lu mbu s, 4 ,000 p eo p le 
gathered in o p p o sitio n. 
To day , 20 mo nths later, the 
sho u ting is o v er. 
Calley , to be su re, is still 
serv ing sentence (he liv es in a 
bjfchelo r ap artm ent, u nder 
ggard, his p enalty fo r the My 
Lai massacre thu s far redu ced 
fro m life to 20 y ears). A co rn- 
p o ne reco rding o f “The Battle 
Hy mn o f Lt. Calley ” can o cca- 
sio naly be heard o n co u ntry - 
western radio statio ns. The 
o fficer’s p o st, nearby Fo rt 
Benning, co ntinu es to receiv e 
p erio dic inq u iries abo u t him. 
Bu t: The Indiana flag again 
flies high, the legislatu res are 
o n to o ther bu siness, and at the 
time o f the mo st recent Calley 
demo nstratio n in Co lu mbu s — 
last sp ring — merely 250 
p ickets were o n hand. 
The o nly diehard left, it wo u ld 
seem, is an imp ro bable o ne: 
highly resp ected Co lu mbu s 
atto rney Vincent McCau ley . 
McCau ley , 61, who o nce had a 
first-name relatio nship with 
Jo hn F. Kennedy , is the 
directo r (and so me say o nly 
member) 
o f a less than 
f l o u r i s h i ng 
“ na t i o na l 
mo v ement to get this p atrio tic 
so ldier o u t o f co nfinement.” 
McCau ley began the mo v e­ 
ment o n the first anniv ersary o f 
Calley ’s 
incarceratio n. 
A 
lo ngtime Calley sy mp athizer 
(he defended the lieu tenant 
against a mu lti-millio n do llar 
tlamage su it filed by My Lai 
su rv iv o rs), the atto rney say s he 
“ waited 
and . waited 
fo r 
so mebo dy to get u p su p p o rt fo r 
« this man. When they didn’t by 


the end o f his first y ear in jail, I 
no minated 
my self 
to get 
so mething go ing.” 
The so mething is the “Free 
Calley ” o rganizatio n. Mc­ 
Cau ley rented a sto refro nt 
o ffice in do wnto wn Co lu mbu s 
(the same o ffice headq u artered 
the 1960 JFK p residential 
camp aign), p u t an ad in a lo cal 
p ap er, sent o u t mimeo grap hed 
fliers, distribu ted tho u sands o f 
p etitio ns, and waited fo r the ac­ 
tio n to begin. Bu t it hardly did. 
McCau ley say s his o rgani­ 
zatio n is no w “wo rldwide.” He 
claims he still sends o u t 
“hu ndreds” o f letters each 
week. And receiv es “mail fro m 
all o v er the p lace.” Bu t o b­ 
serv atio ns 
here 
indicate 
o therwise. His sto refro nt is 
o p en o nly sp o radically , and 
then do es scant bu siness. The 
large “Free Calley ” sign o n the 
bu ilding is p eeling in two , bu t 
no bo dy no tices. Mc-Cau ley ’s 
file o f co rresp o nence, while 
v aried, is no netheless small. 
When p ressed to identify 
o thers in the mo v ement the 
lawy er sp eaks v agu ely abo u t 
“that wo man do wn in Flo rida” 
o r “the man u p there in, where 
is it, Minneso ta? He do es a lo t 
o f wo rk.” 
Desp ite the slu ggishness o f 
natio nal su p p o rt, ho wev er, 
McCau ley ’s p erso nal co m­ 
mitment is u nshakable. A 
Wo rld War II Army o fficer who 
to o k p art in the inv asio n o f 
France (Utah Beach), he say s 
Calley is inno cent by reaso n o f 
the necessary bru tality o f war: 


“I was in co mbat my self and 
I saw many men do things that 
y o u wo u ldn’t think men co u ld 
o rdinarily do . In My Lai that 
day , Calley was o p erating in a 
‘free fire’ zo ne. That meant 
any o ne fo u nd was co nsidered to 
be the enemy . I remember a 
fello w asking me o nce what I 
wo u ld hav e do ne in Calley ’s 
p lace—and I had to tell him that 
I really didn’t kno w.” 
Besides the inju stice o f the 
o riginal charge, McCau ley 
believ es, as do millio ns, that 
Calley was also denied im­ 
p artiality at the atro city trial 
itself. He q u estio ns the energy 
with which Calley ’s 7 1-y ear-o ld 
atto rney co ndu cted the defense, 
he su ggests that the co u rt- 
martial ju ry was influ enced by 
co mmand,” and he mimics the 
co ncensu s o f many by allu ding 
to scap ego atism: Two do zen 
p eo p le, 
fro m 
p riv ates 
to 
generals were inv estigated fo r 
My Lai, say s McCau ley , “bu t 
ju st this o ne small lieu tenant 
was co nv icted. It ju st smells. 
The o do r, 
mo reo v er, 
has 
what McCau ley feels is an 
internatio nal stench. He has 
Jo hn Birch So ciety literatu re 
which asserts My Lai was 
Co mmu nist-directed. “I hav e to 
hand it to these p eo p le (Co m­ 
m u nists),” McCau ley sighs. 
“They ’v e do ne a great jo b in 
u ndermining the U.S. military . 
I’m no t thinking ju st o f Calley 


here. I’m thinking o f all lieu ten­ 
ants. Who wants to stay in an 
army that do esn’t back them 
u p ?” 
Iro nically , the latter o p inio n 
is no t o nly the fu ndamental 
co mp laint bu t the fu ndamental 
ho p e o f the Free Calley 
mo v ement. McCau ley ’s great 
ex p ectatio n is that Calley will 
ev entu ally be freed if o nly fo r 
the sake o f a v iable U.S. 
military o rganizatio n. Already , 
he say s, there are signs o f 
serv ice stress: “I’m to ld the 
Infantry esp ecially is hav ing a 
heck o f a time try ing to recru it 
its new career o fficers.” 


So , the Free Calley mo v e­ 
ment, what there is o f it, is still 
co nfident o f su ccess. Their 
lieu tenant, after all, has no t y et 
been su bjected to criminal 
statu s — 
he liv es in u n­ 
p recedented sty le fo r a man 
co nv icted 
o f 
22 
mu rders 
(three miles fro m Fo rt Ben­ 
ning’s sto ckade). Ev en no w, the 
Army Co u rt o f Military Rev iew 
is fo rming an o p inio n which 
co u ld 
co nceiv ably 
redu ce 
Calley ’s sentence, o r let the 
man go . 
And then 
there 
is 
the 
President, who abo v e all wants 
military stability . Say s Mc­ 
Cau ley : “All the signs p o int to 
ex ecu tiv e clemency . The war is 
ending, we’re getting ready to 
get o u r POWs back.
